ARISTOCRACY AS IT WAS, AND 


AS IT WILL BE. 


There Is a supposed tendency toward 


aristocracy In the United States. The 
impression that an aristocracy exists 
or wBl exist In the near future within 
the Republic is a result of sudden ac- 
quired wealth by those, who have been 
connected with certain departments In 
manufactures and commerce and their 
speedy development in a country full 
of commercial vitality and opportunity. 


The civilised world has contributed 


to creating through commercial action 
the great commercial possibilities of 
the North American continent. The 
chief factor included in creating the 
phenomena Is the Immigrant who has 
largely contributed to development, 
and to the phenomenal 
increase of 


wealth. 


There are many arteries In the sys- 


tem so speedily created that cannot 
be mentioned In a newspaper article 


• upon the subject of an American arts-' 


tocracy. Wealth acquired suddenly or 
otherwise does not tend to the develop- 
ment of an aristocracy under the Un- 
ited States system of government 
Wealth rapidly acquired may tend to 
make people who possess It foolish in 
action and in expression. The Infla- 
tion of mind which too often follows 
the possession of wealth- has its effect 
upon those w*o possess it, which ef- 
fect Is made known 
to those with 


whom they come In contact In life. But 
these effects are mere advertisements 
as they are intended to be of the per- 
sons possessed of wealth and do not 
contribute to the development of aris- 
tocracy. 


These effects are more often a fun- 


gus on good manners than a result of 
Innate wisdom possessed by those who 
have acquired wealth. 


Aristocrlcy is a slow growth of 


ages in the history of nations and does 
not belong to the superficial or mush- 
room development of suddenly ecqulr- 
ed wealth, such as has come into the 
possession of many persons In the Un- 
ited States since the close of the Civil 
War, which excludes aristocracy from 
the Republic. The chief means in use 
within the full rang e 
of 
modern 


thought to create an aristocracy wau 
the feudal system that prevaled for 
centuries over Europe and which con- 
tinued in'France until the Revolution. 
It was continue* in Russia till the de- 
cree emancipating the serfs, when It 
finally disappeared In practical appli- 
cation. 
The revolution in France 


destroyed the remnants of the feudal 
or aristocratic system 
of Europe in 


tkat country, and it also destroyed aris- 
tocracy which had its foundation and 
existence in the system. Napoleon, a 
child of the Revolution, who was crad- 
!ed on its billows entered active 
life a Republican, became a founder of 
one of the most absolute systems pos- 
sible which flowed from his win and 
personal action, but it was impossible 
for-ffa k> create an aristocracy on 
ttteu rUns of 'the Devolution as Its 
foundation was dissolved when the 
feudal system on which It had its ori- 
gin and growth was closed. He claim- 
ed that France had experienced the 
most happy results from the establish- 
ment of the Legion of Honor. He also 
claimed that by tbe creation of Imper- 
ial titles to honor his principal subjects 
for striking 
services. Splendor had 


been given to his reign. When these 
glittering bubbles were made to please 
vanity and adorn absolute power, he 
said he had prevented the return of 
feudal titles as they were incompa- 
tible with the French 
constitution. 


When he had prevented the rr'urn of 
feudal titles he had also prevented a 
return of feudal aristocracy which was 
the only system of aristocracy in Eu- 
rope. The all-powerful will of Napol- 
eon in France and In Europe could not 
in a little more than fifteen years cre- 
ate an aristocracy, as it had required 
centuries of oppression and Ignorance 
to build the feudal system which took 
Its departure from 
France with tbe 


Bourbons. Napoleon could make dukes, 
marquises, counts, barons, when they 
were made the work ceased as he could 
not make these creations an aristo- 
earcy, it required the work of all ages 
to construct a system to support It 
connected with Ignorance and cruelty. 
The ragged ends of a feudal aristo- 
cracy continues In the British Isles, 
Germany, Russia and" other European 
States as reminders of the Ignorance, 
the slave relation and half savage con- 
dition which our ancestors were sub- 
ject to when under tbe feudal or aris- 
tocratic system of the middle ages. 
These relations and conditions are no 
more, they are of the past, and with 
them departed the feudal system for- 
ever. 
The future aristocracy of the 


world win fee founded in Intellect, 
learning and good morals. It will be 
largely the reverse of its ragged ends 
remaining in our time. There cannot 
be a system of aristocracy as it has 
been and is known to be in Europe, 
under a liberal or enlightened system 
of government, there will continue to 
be a liberal system of government 
white the people 
continue to build 


school houses'and fill them with bright 
teachers and bright chi.dren. When 
aristocracy is reviewed in its true col- 
ors there is no cause to become de- 
spondent 
over a money aristocracy 


which will remain vulgar as long as 
the stefH> vulgar is used lit the Ian-

W. A. Kelley, the Expert, Re- 


turns from Around 


the Circle. 


W. A. Kelly Is back from a trip to 


Plumas county where he Inspected sev- 
eral quartz leads. He reports great ac- 
tivity on Jamison creek where a num- 
ber of arastras are being employed on 
this stream and several parties have 
already cleared up from $10,000 to $20,- 
000 each on tailings from the Plumas, 
Eureka and Jamison mines. 
A strike 


has recently been matte- in the M. E. 
Ward mine on the south fork of Fea- 
ther river. 


Considerable hydraullcking is being 


done. The head of water is greater 
than it has been for twelve year*. The 
snow Is heavily encrusted and will 
last until late In the season. 


Mr. Kelly recently Inspected the 


mines in Ollnghouse camp. 
He differs 


from some other experts who have vis- 
ited the camp in that he admits that 
there are well defined ledges In the 
camp. They are very small, but some 
of them are enormously rich. The pla- 
cer mines are doing very well. One 
mine is being worked to a height of 
two and a half feet from bedrock, 
yielding $5 a ton. The source of the 
gold has not been discovered, and when 
it is some one will have a bonanza 
mine. 


All the mine owners are doing well, 


milling pay ore regularly. If the sur- 
face values of Ollnghouse gulch con- 
tinue down it will make a great camp 
same day.
